Police investigating possible Alberta Party and 
link between hay fires Socreds form Coa

Two massive barns and 
1,500 tons of processed hay 
pellets were destroyed in a 
late-night blaze at Champion, 
off Hwy 22 between Didsbury 
and Sundre, on Oct. 16, 1999. 

"The fire at Champion is 
very suspicious and it is being 
treated as an arson," said Dids¬ 
bury RCMP Sgt. Ron Platz. 

A midnight fire at the Olds 
College destroyed a large barn 
in the summer of 1998. The 
fire is suspicious, police said. 

In June 1995, a late-night 
fire at the Olds Transfeeder 
hay plant destroyed buildings, 
equipment and processed hay 
valued at more than $1 mil¬ 
lion. 

"We weren't running for 
about six months," Blair 
Wright, owner of Transfeeder. 
"It started in an outside pile 
and it came in and took out all 
our raw and processed inven¬ 
tory. It was the building, eve¬ 
rything, it wasn't just hay, it 


was just like Champion." 

In August 1995, $300,000 
worth of compressed hay bales 
were destroyed in late-night 
fire at the Cremona Forage 
Processors plant. 

"It burnt a lot of hay," said 
owner Gilbert Dalziel. 

"It started after midnight 
on a Saturday night. They (in¬ 
vestigators) had gas-sniffing 
dogs here and the dogs found 
gas in several places where it 
had been poured down the 
wall." 

Investigators have not said 
what types of accelerants were 
used in any of the fires. 

To date police have been 
unable to rule out a connec¬ 
tion between any of the fires, 
all of which are considered 
suspicious. 

As well, RCMP Sgt. Lowes 
noted there are several un¬ 
solved bale fires in the Olds 
area, some dating from 1999. 
"There's been hay fires all 
around," he said. 

A reward may soon be of¬ 
fered for information about 
the Champion fire and others, 
said Champion general man¬ 
ager Reinhart Muhlenfeld. 

Asked if police believe a se¬ 
rial arsonist is at work in the 
district, Const. Owen said, "I'll 
let your imagination run wild 
there." 

"There's a few other things 
that we are still looking at 
doing, and one of those things 
is to speak to some of the other 
businesses in the area that 
have been affected and see what 
we can come up with," he said. 

It's not known if police are 
seeking a link between the 
Champion fires and two other 
unresolved incidents in the dis¬ 
trict: a $5 million logging 
equipment bombing in Water 
Valley and a $170,000 fire that 
destroyed the Sundre theatre 
building in June 1999. 

Anyone with information 
about any unsolved fires in 
the district is being asked to 
contact any RCMP detach¬ 
ment or Crime Stoppers at 1- 
800-661-8477.

A 25-year-old former Olds resi¬ 
dent who attacked the same fe¬ 
male Olds College student on two 
separate occasions in 1999 and 
2000 has been jailed. 

Gregory Lee Callan was found 
guilty in Didsbury provincial 
court on Monday on two counts 
of assault. Callan's three-day trial 
was held on Feb. 23, 25 and 28. 

During the trial, the 19-year- 
old victim testified she was first 
assaulted by Callan at an Olds 
residence on Oct. 22, 1999. 

"He grabbed me and threw me 
on the couch and started chok¬ 
ing me with his hands,” the 
woman said. 

The second assault occurred 
on Jan. 5, 2000 also in Olds. The 
victim testified the accused held 
his hand over her mouth as she 
cried for help. 

"He pinned me down," she said. 
"I told him to get off. I wanted to 
leave." 

When she tried to leave the 
residence, Callan kicked the 
woman in the lower stomach, 
sending her flying across the 
room and into the wall. 

During Friday's session, the 
victim's mother testified she saw 
marks on the woman's neck fol¬ 
lowing the Oct. 1999 assault. 
Callan admitted he held the vic¬ 
tim down during the Oct. 1999 
incident. 

"I remember holding her 
against the couch so she wouldn't 
leave," Callan said. 

Recalling the Jan. 5 assault, 


the accused said, "I jumped onto 
her and tackled her onto the bed. 
I put my hand over her mouth 
until she quit screaming." 

Crown prosecutor Goran 
Tomljanovic called on Judge 
Fraser to jail the accused. 

"There is no defence to what 
he did," said Tomljanovic. 

In passing sentence on Mon¬ 
day, Judge Fraser slammed 
Callan for his actions. 

You think that control of the 
opposite sex is okay," said Judge 
Fraser. "I'm here to tell you it's 
not and it can't be done." 

The judge sentenced the ac¬ 
cused to four months in jail for 
the first assault and two months 
on the second. 

Fraser also ordered the ac¬ 
cused to pay $500 to a women's 
shelter. 

Monday's verdict was Callan's 
fifth conviction for assault. His 
pervious convictions included an 
assault on a former girlfriend in 
1993 for which he was fined $300.

Gayle Homenick, Signals System Officer for Transport 
Canada and the person in charge of the Didsbury matter, told 
Yeoman that she did receive his correspondence, but chose not 
to respond because she didn't like the tone of the letter. 

Homenick informed Yeoman that she did come to Didsbury 
to inspect the situation on Feb. 4, 2000, and is not recommend¬ 
ing cessation at this time for various reasons. 

Firstly, she is concerned with a high degree of pedestrian 
trespassing that is taking place across the tracks. She says that 
an acceptable fence must be installed, monitored and main¬ 
tained throughout the length of Didsbury before she will even 
consider the application. 

Also, Homenick is concerned that the Town does not strictly 
enforce the "no parking" on the east and west side of the 20th 
Ave. crossing. 

Yeoman says that the curb has been painted yellow as was 
requested, but now she is saying that due to snow cover, signs 
should also be put in place. 

She was also concerned about vehicles that still continue to 
park on CPR land, even though "no trespassing" signs have been 
put in place by CPR. 

Finally, Homenick says that the application is being denied 
because advanced warning signs are missing on the 15th Ave. 
crossing. 

Yeoman says that the signs were knocked down this winter, 
but are going to be reinstalled very soon. 

Yeoman is rather disappointed at the outcome of this situa¬ 
tion. 

"We re definitely at a standstill," he said. "The situation looks 
quite bleak and there's no action we can take." 

Yeoman says that Mayor Ray Lea will be talking to MP 
Myron Thompson to see if there is any advice he can offer to the 
Town.

board in a dysfunctional posi¬ 
tion." 

Lea went on to appeal to the 
selection process of CEO Mar¬ 
tin. 

"Realizing your concern that 
you conveyed regarding the gov¬ 
ernance practices of RHA#5 
board, we feel that this was not 
your intent nor in the spirit of 
resolving this issue. I'm sure 
you would agree, when I say, 
that a position of this signifi¬ 
cance carries the responsibility 
of employing a proper selection 
process that will assure the se¬ 
lection of the best-qualified can¬ 
didate," the letter stated. 


Lea is hopeful that the Minis¬ 
ter will meet with him as soon 
as possible. 

'We understand that there is 
a departmental review of RHA#5 
that has been scheduled, how¬ 
ever, due to the urgency of the 
appointment date of the new 
CEO, we are formally request¬ 
ing an emergency meeting with 
you at the earliest opportunity 
available to you," Lea said. 

Lea also thanked Jonson for 
all the efforts in the Didsbury 
Hospital issue. 

"On behalf of the Town of 
Didsbury, we would like to thank 
you for your involvement in the 
recent announcement that saved 
our acute care facility." 


Arbor Day celebrations being

There’s a new man in town, 
with some big plans for Dids¬ 
bury. 

Gerard Fournier, a certified 
arborist in Calgary, recently 
moved to Didsbury and is hop¬ 
ing to hold an Arbor Day cel¬ 
ebration here.

The settlers found it 
a bleak place and began holding 
a special day each year to plan 
trees, which is called Arbor Day. 

This tradition has spread 
throughout North America, and 
Fournier is hoping that Dids¬ 
bury will pick up on the celebra¬ 
tion. 

Fournier, a member of the 
Didsbury Environmental Advi¬ 
sory Board, is wanted to hold an

"It's still in the planning 
stages right now," he said. 

He is proposing to hold the 
day on May 6, and will be re¬ 
questing that Town Council 
declare that day Arbor Day in 
Didsbury. 

His idea is to have a company 
donate a tree or shrub to the 
board, and then have a large 
gathering as the tree is planted. 

Fournier began this venture 
after spending some time in the 
Habitat Renewal Project, lo¬ 
cated at Westglen and Ross Ford 
Schools. He says that the idea 
behind the project is a great 
one, but that maintenance needs 
to be done to keep the trees 
healthy. 

"Those trees need to be nur¬ 
tured," Fournier said. "They're 


getting smothered by the turf 
and the grass." 

Fournier is hoping that dur¬ 
ing the Arbor Day ceremonies, 
those in attendance will help 
lend a hand to clean up the area 
and make it a better place for 
the trees there. 

"Once a tree is alive, we have 
a responsibility for it to be taken 
care of," he said.

Controversial bylaws received final reading

Just prior to the Feb. 23 
regular meeting of town coun¬ 
cil, a public hearing was held 
concerning two controversial 
bylaws. 

Bylaws 00-01 and 00-02 are 
in regards to land redesigna¬ 
tion within the Rosebud Val¬ 
ley Estates subdivision in Dids¬ 
bury. 

Currently, the land is des¬ 
ignated a R4, which are larger 
lots. The Town wanted to 
redesignate the land to a mix¬ 
ture of R1 (single family dwell¬ 
ings), R2 (general dwelling) 
and Cl (commercial land). 

The public hearing hosted 
many residents of the Estates 
who were against this land 
redesignation for various rea¬ 
sons, including its proximity 
to an old dump site, increase 
in local traffic and loss of aes¬ 
thetic value of the land. 

Council was asked to make 
a decision on the two bylaws 
during the regular council 


meeting that night. 

Both bylaws were granted 
third and final reading by coun¬ 
cil. 


Kids' Day 

Correspondence was re¬ 
ceived by council regarding 
National Kids' Day, on June 
10 , 2000 . 

The committee was request¬ 
ing of council to proclaim June 
10 as National Kids' Day in 
Didsbury. 

Council accepted this cor¬ 
respondence as information 
only. 


Late payment policy 

The Town of Didsbury has 
been having some trouble re¬ 
garding late payments of util¬ 
ity bills. 

Apparently, the Town has 
not been taken seriously when 
a pending turn-off of water 
notice has been issued because 
of lack of payment of bills. 
Cheques were still being is¬ 


sued at the last minute to avoid 
the turn-off, and often the 
cheque is returned NSF, and 
the customer has avoided the 
turn-off past the deadline. 

To solve this problem, a 
new policy has been approved 
by council. 

Now, arrangements for pay¬ 
ment of outstanding accounts 
can be made up until the date 
of the disconnect tag being 
issued. Once a tag has been 
issued, arrangements cannot 
be made. Payment of the full 
arrears amount must be made 
by cash, certified cheque or 
money order, or arrangements 
satisfactory to the Director of 
Corporate Services Brenda 
Hemming. 

Another policy change was 
granted by council whereas 
outstanding owner account 
balances may be applied to the 
tax roll of a parcel of land. 


No Sick Time Incentives 
Not taking time off for sick¬ 
ness really pays. 


The Town of Didsbury 
awards those employees who 
do not take sick days during 
the year. 

Traditionally, the dollars 
for the awards comes strictly 
out of the Town's QPI Reserve 
Account. 

It seems that so many peo¬ 
ple are receiving the awards, 
that the funding in the ac¬ 
count is quickly being depleted. 

A motion was passed that 
the funding for the No Sick 
Leave Awards be taken from 
the appropriate department 
from which the employee 
serves. 


Encroachment agreement 

The Town of Didsbury has 
granted the Didsbury Bottle 
Depot an encroachment of 0.89 
metres. 

The shed at the Bottle De¬ 
pot encroaches onto the Town's 
lot with the bus barns on it by 
0.89 metres. 

The previous owners of the 
depot signed an encroachment 


agreement with the Town, and 
now they are asking the new 
owners to do so as well. 


Debit services available 
soon 

The Town of Didsbury is 
stepping into the financial fu¬ 
ture. 

Starting soon, both the 
Town Office and the Memorial 
Complex will be offering credit/ 
debit and Visa services to its 
customers. 

A proposal was submitted 
by the Royal Bank, and the 
Town is looking to take them 
up on their offer. 

The Town will be using these 
new services on a trial basis 
only, and the issue will be 
looked at again at the end of 
the year so that a final deci¬ 
sion can be made. 

The Town feels it would es¬ 
pecially be a benefit at Town 
Office, because the cost of the 
terminal will be offset by avoid¬ 
ing some NSF transactions 
that are encountered. 
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Last Thursday afternoon I 
attended a graduation cer¬ 
emony. 

The Grade 6 students at 
Westglen School held their third 
annual graduation from the 
DARE program. 

The DARE program is a na¬ 
tional program that teaches 
youngsters about the effects of 
and how to prevent alcohol, 
drug and tobacco abuse, as well 
as violence prevention. 

Our local program is run by 
Constable Myles Peckham of the Didsbury RCMP de¬ 
tachment. Myles must do a real bang up job of teaching 
the program, because it’s rare that you see kids of that 
age so excited about a program like this. 

At the graduation ceremonies, some of the kids did 
skits that they had prepared. They dealt with issues like 
alcohol and drug abuse and smoking. 

Also, a number of the students were selected to read 
essays that they had written about what the program 
taught them. All I can say is, wow! The thought and 
interest that these kids put into their essays was phe¬ 
nomenal. If each of the essays were as good as the ones 
that I heard, then all of the students deserve the title of 
valedictorian at their graduation. 

I think it's so wonderful that a program like DARE can 
be offered in our community. It's an early start at 
preparing Didsbury's youth about what lies ahead of 
them in their teenage years, and informs them how to 
handle certain situations that are bound to arise. 

Peer pressure is one of the hardest situations that any 
teen has to deal with. Friends are so important in a 
youngster's life, just like being "cool" is too. 

I have vague memories of being taught a program like 
DARE when I was much younger. Obviously, the impact 
could not have been that great, since I can't really 
remember when I took the course and what I was taught. 

I do know that I have seen the effects of what life 
without a program like DARE has to offer. I've seen good 
friends of mine succumb to peer pressure and begin to 
abuse drugs. I've seen what smoking cigarettes can do to 
a person. I know first hand what alcohol abuse can do to 
a family. 

I'm not saying that by taking the DARE program, 
these children will never fall victim to the pressures of 
their peers or the stress that life has to offer. But, by 
having participated in the program, these kids now have 
the knowledge and understanding of what they may 
come up against in the next few years, and how to handle 
it effectively. 

As adults, we must keep reminding the children of our 
community about how to be strong, how to stand up for 
what they believe in, and how to say "no" or just walk 
away from an uncomfortable situation. 

I congratulate the DARE graduating class of 2000. 
Now, just remember the things you have learned and 
that will be one less struggle that life brings.

The (Didsbury 
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Health Policy 

The government's Policy State¬ 
ment on the Delivery of Surgical 
Services has generated a lot of pub¬ 
lic interest. 

Many people are confused over 
what they hear from critics who 
continue to claim that the govern¬ 
ment is "privatizing" health care or 
introducing a US style two-tier sys¬ 
tem in which people with money 
can pay for faster service. 

The Policy Statement released 
on November 17, 1999, makes it 
very clear that the Alberta government will put into law its 
commitment to a quality publicly-funded and administered 
health system for the province and its commitment to the 
principles of the Canada Health Act. 

The proposed legislation would prohibit the development 
of any parallel two-tier health system in Alberta. At the 
same time, it would let publicly-funded regional health 
authorities look for new and better ways to deliver health 
services, improve efficiency, and reduce the waiting lists 
through limited contracts with surgical clinics to deliver 
some surgical services. The legislation would also ensure 
that no private surgical clinics operate outside of the control 
of the public system. 

People ask why we are proposing the legislation at all. As 
it stands now, Alberta has no legal authority to regulate 
surgical clinics providing services requiring overnight stays. 
Without this legislation, there is a real possibility of a two- 
tier system developing. 

This legislation would protect the publicly-funded health 
system by prohibiting, restricting or controlling private 
surgical clinics. Health authorities would also be able to 
consider all options when they determine the best way to 
deliver publicly-funded surgical services. 

Some Albertans have also asked if patients would have to 
pay extra money if publicly-funded services are contracted 
out to surgical clinics. The answer is a clear no. 

Albertans will not have to pay for medically-necessary 
surgical services and no person will be allowed to pay di¬ 
rectly to obtain faster service. Facility fees charged to indi¬ 
vidual patients will not be permitted. 

The publicly-funded health system would pay for insured 
medical services, just as it does now. Regional health au¬ 
thorities, which are funded by the province, would pay the 
clinics for facility costs, non-physician staff and administra¬ 
tion. The doctors' fees would still be paid by the Alberta 
Health Care Insurance Plan, just as they are when the 
surgery is done in a RHA hospital. 

People also ask why we don't just spend more money and 
reopen beds and wards in existing facilities. 

Well, we are. 

Health spending is up by over $1.5 billion, or 35%, over 
the past four years, including a 10% increase this year alone, 
Government is spending about $1 billion a year more this 
year on health than it did back in 1992-93. Alberta, has 
never spent more on the publicly-funded health system than 
it is today. On an age-adjusted per capita basis, we are the 
highest-spending province in Canada. 

Health authorities can use the increased funding to open 
new beds and many of them have. 

The Calgary Regional Health Authority, just as one exam¬ 
ple, has more acute care beds now than it did before 
regionalization began. The government has also recently 
announced $265 million in new funding to add more long¬ 
term care beds and upgrade existing publicly-funding health 
facilities. 

There are also questions about proof that using these 
surgical clinics will save money. A surgical clinic is not 
necessarily more cost efficient than a public hospital and an 
analysis would have to be done for any proposed contract. 
Only proposals that showed p net benefit to the public 
system would be approved. 

The health authority would decide how much it would pay 
for a contract, based on what is cost effective for the pub¬ 
licly-funded system. If it was not cost effective, a health 
authority would not issue a contract. 

A review of medical economics literature in the Fraser 
Institute report How Private Hospital Competition Can 
Improve Canadian Health Care concludes that Alberta's 
proposal will lower hospital costs and increase access to 
medial care. 

We think our regional health authorities deserve the 
ability to consider all options when deciding the best way to 
deliver publicly-funded surgical services. Protecting and 
improving the public system are the reasons our proposed 
legislation is important to all Albertans.

allowing $3,000 per year for a 
child tax deduction, and raising 
both the basic personal exemp¬ 
tion and spousal deduction to 
$10,000. As an alternative to 
what the Liberals have proposed, 
these measures would have re¬ 
moved two million low-income 
Canadians from the tax rolls and 
given the average family a tax 
break of $5,000 a year. An end to 
wasteful government spending 
and reallocating departmental 
money would free up the billions 
needed to make a meaningful 
reinvestment in healthcare and 
education. 

The bulk of Martin's tax cuts 
stem from his decision to cancel 
$13.5 billion in scheduled tax 
increases over the next five years. 
By eliminating 'bracket creep', 
the process whereby inflation 
pushed lower income Canadians 
onto the tax rolls and others into 
higher tax brackets, the govern¬ 
ment did not credit taxpayers for 
past losses. 

Martin's 'bracket creep' initia¬ 
tive should have been retroac¬ 
tive to 1985 when the Conserva¬ 
tives de-indexed the tax system. 
Reform has been right in calling 
for the elimination of bracket 
creep over the last five years, and 
the Liberals should also concede 
that we are right on with the 
other tax relief measures we are 
proposing. 

In that regard, meaningful 
and substantive tax relief will 
only be achieved by replacing the 
current Liberal government with 
Reformers in the next election.

Dear Friends, 

This week peace and order have been restored in most of 
Nigeria. The President met with all of the governors and they 
agreed to promote peace and provide protection for all. In Jos we 
have not had any disturbances, but there is tension. The security 
forces have made their presence known by driving around with 
their sirens on. This discourages any would-be unrest. We have 
heard that the Muslim leaders are also discouraging violence by 
their young people. 

Today is the carnival at Hillcrest put on by the Sophomore 
class. They provide games and activities for kids (of all ages) and 
raise money for their class activities. Some of the activities are 
throwing balls to knock over Coke cans, dropping clothes pins 
into a bottle, throwing sponges at a human target, riding horses, 
the zip line ride, and the bouncing castle. One of the highlights 
is American-style hotdogs. They purchased 500 hotdogs from 
Abuja and cooked them on a grill. We definitely supported the 
class by buying hotdogs. 

This week also, we had two babies born into families of our 
Hillcrest community. Tuesday afternoon the houseparents at 
the CRC hostel had a baby boy. Friday morning our school 
secretary's wife had a baby girl. It's always great to have new life 
in the community. However, this week the mother of one of our 
students passed away in England. She had been there for several 
months for cancer treatments. Please pray for Eno and her 
family as they mourn this loss and adjust to life without her 
mother. 

Thursday night we had the six sixth-grade boys over for 
supper. They made their own small pizzas and were well-behaved 
during their time here. We sat around and had a nice visit with 
them after the meal.

Government plan will weaken 



Dear Editor, 

You have likely heard the 
old saying, "it's too good to be 
true". 

Albertans would be well ad¬ 
vised to keep that saying in mind 
during the next few weeks as the 
government tries to sell them on 
its plan to allow private, for- 
profit hospitals to perform proce¬ 
dures using taxpayer dollars. 

To hear the government tell 
it, their plan to privatize services 
under Medicare will solve every 
problem in our health system. 

They say it will shorten wait¬ 
ing lists, reduce costs and im¬ 
prove access to new and modem 
techniques. It will make the sys¬ 
tem "more efficient.If the plan 
sounds too good to be true, that's 
because it is. 

The government's plan is ac¬ 
tually very simple. They intend 
to introduce legislation this 
spring to permit Regional Health 
Authorities to contract with pri¬ 
vate, for-profit hospitals and clin¬ 
ics to perform procedures cur¬ 
rently only allowed in public hos¬ 
pitals. There are no limitations 
on the types of procedures it 
could be everything from hip re¬ 
placements to cancer treatments. 

The Alberta government is 
not the first to experiment with 
private health care. Britain, U.S. 
and Australia set up for-profit 
hospitals in the past. There has 
been extensive study on the ef¬ 
fects this has had. 

A U.S. study published in the 
New England Journal of Medi¬ 
cine compared services in non¬ 
profit hospitals and for-profit 
hospitals. Costs were 16% higher 
in for-profit hospitals. Another 
study showed that administra¬ 
tion costs are four times higher 
in American hospitals than in 
Canadian public hospitals. 

In Britain, after Margaret 
Thatcher introduced a parallel 
private system, waiting lists ac¬ 
tually grew substantially larger. 
The public system also experi¬ 
enced rapidly rising costs. 

In Australia, the government 
of New South Wales hired a pri¬ 
vate company to build and oper- 


and cost taxpayers 


ate a major hospital in hopes of 
saving millions in construction 
costs and annual operating costs. 
But the opposite happened. 

According to a report released 
by the State's Auditor General, 
the NSW government could have 
saved $93 million in construc¬ 
tion costs and $5 million a year 
in operating costs by building 
and operating the hospital itself. 

We even have proof right here 
in Alberta that privatizing health 
services costs more and delivers 
less. In Calgary, 100% of cata¬ 
ract surgeries are contracted out 
to private clinics. The waiting 
list for cataract surgery in Cal¬ 
gary is 16 to 24 weeks. In Edmon¬ 
ton, where 80% of cataracts are 
done in public hospitals, waiting 
lists are 5 to 7 weeks. And in 
Lethbridge where all cataract 
surgeries are done in public fa¬ 
cilities, the waiting lists are only 
4 to 7 weeks. 

Clearly, privatizing health 
care costs taxpayers more and 
delivers poorer service. It is bad 
economics and even worse health 


policy. Why would Alberta want 
to go down this path? 

It was this government that 
closed thousands of hospital beds 
and laid off thousands of health 
professionals which caused the 
crisis in the first place. To fix it, 
we need to re-invest in public 
health care. 

My message to Albertans is 
this: We still have time to stop 
the government's ill-conceived 
plan. Call your MIA. Call the 
Premier and the Health Minis¬ 
ter. Tell them you want health 
care to remain public. Tell them 
to put money back into public 
health care. 

Albertans should remember 
that if something sounds too good 
to be true, then it probably is. 
With this in mind, we should all 
say "no" to the government's pri¬ 
vatization plans. Investing in 
public Medicare is the best op¬ 
tion for our health care system.

The peck and consternation 
that followed caught me off guard. Within seconds all three birds managed to swoop through the 
opening an escape into the house. It was difficult to follow their flight plan. Most likely planning 
played no part in their manoeuvres. Escape was all they had in mind. As I ran frantically from 
room to room in pursuit of these unwanted visitors, I noticed that a couple of them had perched 
in a large tree above the front door. Overlooking cold gusts, I opened the front and patio doors. 
Maybe the smell of fresh air would entice them to freedom. 

When my husband arrived he was greeted with chaos. Bolting to the garage, he returned with 
a broom and a fish net. Holding the handle tightly, he raised the broom to the height of the foliage. 
A flurry of feathers erupted as the birds took flight. The fish net came next. My husband ran hither 
and yon, swooshing and crashing. Much like his fishing efforts, the net proved to be useless. 

The birds continued to dive and careen, crashing into walls and light fixtures and leaving a 
trail of soot on the ceiling. The clock moved forward. One sparrow headed for the kitchen. Quickly 
I opened the breadbox. As luck would have it, the bird happily sought its security. I slammed down 
the lid. Opening it slightly, I let my hands grope blindly in the cavern. My fingers finally touched 
the warm feathers of this hyperventilating intruder. 

Securing him firmly in both hands, I raced for he door. I'm not sure who was more thankful 
for the safe release. 

The second bird decided to navigate the stairs and explore the master bedroom. By the time 
I found him moments later he was unconscious. Apparently he had attempted to seek 
companionship with his image in the dresser mirror. I picked him up, bid him the best of luck, 
and placed him on the deck near the feeder. It didn't take long for his companions to nudge him 
back to consciousness. 

One more to go. We searched high and low for this last home invader but were unsuccessful 
in locating him. To this day we hope he managed to sneak through the door undetected while were 
in pursuit of his two cohorts. 

Now that the turmoil had ended we checked the clock again. An hour and a half left to gather 
what we needed and get to the airport. It's amazing what you can accomplish when pressed for 
time. The organization of our suitcases was less than dignified, but the indispensable items were 
there. 

We flew out of the house an hour before we were due at the airport. Naturally road conditions 
proved to be tricky. Despite a white knuckle drive, we managed to reach the airport within 
moments of check in time. After passing through customs and surveillance we were finally able 
to catch our breath. Sitting contentedly in the departure area we savoured the thoughts of our 
upcoming adventure.

Common Ground: Youth 
Justice Resource Association

With "Common Ground" up 
and running once again, we at 
the Youth Justice Resource 
Association decided it was an 
appropriate time to remind eve¬ 
ryone of what we do and who 
we are! The program began as 
a pilot project in early Novem¬ 
ber 1997. The goal was to pro¬ 
vide a resource to Youth Jus¬ 
tice Committees as well as the 
communities at large in Re¬ 
gion 5. Recently, we received 
our non-profit status and our 
name changed from the Youth 
Justice Resource Program 
(YJRP) to the Youth Justice 
Resource Association (YJRA). 
Our intent to provide early 
intervention services to chil¬ 
dren, youth, and families in 
the region continues. 

With a mandate to "empower 
the community to address their 
youth issues by creating ini¬ 
tiatives to reduce youth re¬ 
cidivism and to prevent youth 
offending" the YJRA is com¬ 
mitted to establishing and 
maintaining a network of part¬ 
nerships in the communities 
in Region 5. Most recently, we 


have been developing connec¬ 
tions with the Siksika Reserve. 
Initially, the program was de¬ 
signed to serve the districts of 
Strathmore, Hanna, Didsbury, 
Acme, and Drumheller (all of 
which are currently operating 
a Youth Justice Committee). 
However, we certainly seem to 
be in many small towns 
throughout the region from 
time to time! The program 
seeks to partner with such 
agencies as local RCMP, Youth 
Justice Committees, Proba¬ 
tion, schools, youth church 
groups, local businesses, and 
most other people who are also 
committed to serving the com¬ 
munity and addressing the 
needs of families. Prior to the 
set up of this program, re¬ 
sources did not exist that were 
attainable for Youth Justice 
Committees, or the time frame 
to access them was simply out 
of the scope for the 3 months 
each committee has to com¬ 
plete it's contract with young 
offenders. 

Currently, we have two staff 
members in the program as 
well as a very active volunteer 
board. Chris Bannerholt is the 


Regional Resource Worker of 
the program. Chris has been 
with the program some time 
and brings much practical ex¬ 
perience to his position. As 
well, he has completed a crimi¬ 
nology diploma and psychol¬ 
ogy degree. Chris has many 
important roles in the pro¬ 
gram which include public 
speaking (sexual assault and 
dat'ing violence, justice educa¬ 
tion, anger management), 
mentoring, assisting families 
manoeuvring through the 
court system, and administra¬ 
tive skills to numerous to list! 
Kallie Lavoie is the full-time 
Therapist with the program. 
Kallie is still relatively new to 
the position having come on 
in August of 1999. She prima¬ 
rily is involved in the 
interagency committees in the 
region and has many early 
intervention and prevention 
projects on the go.

MCC responds to 
the Mozambique 
disaster 


Mennonite Central Commit¬ 
tee is responding to the disas¬ 
ter unfolding in Mozambique. 

An estimated 800,000 peo¬ 
ple are affected by floods in 
Mozambique, one of the world's 
poorest countries. Thousands 
are currently stranded in trees 
and on houses, waiting to be 
rescued. 

MCC has eight development 
workers in Mozambique. They 
are all reported safe and MCC 
is now shifting its focus to 
flood-relief efforts. Rice, beans, 
peanuts, milk powder, cook¬ 
ing oil, soap and blankets val¬ 
ued at $33,000 have been pur¬ 
chased locally for distribution 
among flood victims. 

"MCC is currently explor¬ 
ing the feasibility of a more 
major local food purchase," 
said Marion Meyer, an MCC 
program officer. 

Three of the MCC workers 
are from Canada. Beth 
Henderson is from Calgary 
and is currently living in 
Chimoio, far away from the 
flooded area. James Kornelsen 
and Michelle Janzen are from 


Winnipeg and are currently 
living in Maputo. 

"After many days of heavy 
rain, Maputo has become a 
city besieged by a deluge of 
water that must find its way 
to the sea," said James 
Kornelsen in a recent iriessage 
from Maputo. 

He reports visiting one poor 
"barrio" (neighbourhood) in 
Maputo and seeing a deep slash 
in the earth cut by running 
water. Hundreds of houses 
were destroyed and families 
left homeless. 

"It's as though God dragged 
his heel through the earth," 
said Kornelsen.

Focus on 


the Family 

James C. Dobson, PH. D., is founder and president of Focus 
on the Family, a non-profit organization dedicated to the 
preservation of the home. Dr. Dobson is married, the father 
of two grown children, and resides in Colorado. 

For 14 years he was an associate clinical professor of 
pediatrics and the university of Southern California School 
of Medicine, and served for 1 7 years on the attending staff of 
the Childrens' Hospital of Los Angeles. He has also been 
heavily involved in governmental acitivities relating to the 
preservation of the family. 

QUESTION: There are several single parents in my 
church who seem to be so needy. I would like to help them, but 
honestly, I am barely able to do everything necessary to care 
for my own family. What responsibility do you think I have to 
help these other families? 

DR. DOBSON: Everyone is busy today. I don't know of 
any families who aren't experiencing fatigue and time pres¬ 
sure. None of us need new things to do, certainly, but I do 
believe it is our duty to reach out to those who are going 
through hard times. This is especially true of single parents 
because their vulnerable children are the ones who suffer. 

Many years ago, my wife, Shirley, was working around the 
house one morning when a knock came at the front door. 
When she opened it, there stood a young woman in her late 
teens, who called herself Sally. "I’m selling brushes," she said, 
"and I wonder if you'd like to buy any." 

Well, my wife told her she wasn't interested in buying 
anything that day, and Sally said, "I know. No one else is, 
either." And with that, she began to cry. 

Shirley invited Sally to come in for a cup of coffee and share 
her story. She turned out to be an unmarried mother who was 
just struggling mightily to support her 2-year-old son. That 
night, we went to her shabby little apartment above a garage 
to see how we could help this mother and her toddler. When 
we opened the cupboards, there was nothing there for them to 
eat, and I mean nothing. That night, they had both dined on 
a can of Spaghetti-O's. We took her to the market and we did 
what we could to help get her on her feet. 

Sally is obviously not the only single mother out there who 
is desperately trying to survive in a hostile world, and they 
could sure use a little kindness - to have someone offer to 
baby-sit, or bring over a meal, or repair the washing machine, 
or just to show a little thoughtfulness. 

Raising kids alone is the toughest job in the universe. Can 
you find it in your heart to baby-sit for that single mother one 
afternoon a week? Or maybe you can fix extra food when you 
cook and take it over some evening. Imagine what that 
kindness will convey to a mom or dad who comes home 
exhausted and discovers that someone cares about his or her 
little family. Not only will it bring encouragement to the 
parent, but one or more children will bless you as well.

Every once in a while some¬ 
thing is mentioned in a sermon 
alluding to some mystical experi¬ 
ence.

New payment option approved 


On March 2, the Board of 
Directors approved a new Fixed 
Price Contract which lets farm¬ 
ers fix a price or a basis for their 
wheat before the beginning of 
the crop year. 

"Farmers who want to lock 
in a fixed price or basis for their 
wheat and get full payment for 
it earlier now have that option," 
said Board Chair Ken Ritter. 

"We’ve listened to farmers who 
say they need more flexibility in 
the CWB system to manage cash 
flow on their farm. At the same 
time, this method of payment is 
separate from the CWB price 
pooling system, which will con¬ 
tinue to be there for farmers 
who want it to manage their 
risk by receiving initial, adjust¬ 
ment and final payments 
throughout the marketing pe¬ 
riod. Wheat delivered under 
Fixed Price Contracts and wheat 
delivered under traditional price 
pooling will occur under exist¬ 
ing methods available to all farm¬ 
ers, namely acre-based calls and 
delivery contract calls." 

Ritter said the Board ap¬ 
proved a Fixed Price Contract 
applying to Canada Western Red 
Spring (CWRS) wheat (exclud¬ 
ing Canada Feed wheat) in 2000- 
01. There are two components 
available to farmers in the Fixed 
Price Contract. They can lock 
in a fixed price for a given quan¬ 
tity of wheat based off the CWB’s 
Pool Return Outlook or they 
can lock in a basis over the 
Minneapolis Grain Exchange 


futures price and later lock in a 
futures price prior to delivery. 

Mr. Ritter said the 2000-01 
program is our first step to¬ 
gether with farmers in develop¬ 
ing flexible payment options. 
"We would appreciate receiving 
feedback from farmers regard¬ 
ing the 2000-01 program as well 
as ideas for development and 
enhancements in subsequent 
crop years," Mr. Ritter said. 

Beginning with the announce¬ 
ment of the CWB Pool Return 
Outlook (PRO) on April 27,2000 
and then every month up to and 
including July 2000, a fixed price 
and a basis for farmers will be 
made available for a period of up 
to five business days for farmers 
who want to lock in a price for 
No. 1 Canada Western Red 
Spring Wheat, 13.5% protein. 
Farmers who lock in a basis 
along with their tonnage must 
then commit to a Minneapolis 
futures price by contracting the 
CWB prior to settlement, or 
prior to the first notice day of 
the futures contract, whichever 
comes first. Farmers interested 
in participating may then con¬ 
tact the CWB to commit a mini¬ 
mum of 20 tonnes. 

The fixed price will be calcu¬ 
lated using the midpoint of the 
PRO (basis instore Vancouver/ 
St. Lawrence) minus a charge 
for risk, administration and the 
time value of money. This basis 
will equal the fixed price minus 
the current Minneapolis futures 
price, adjusted to Canadians 


dollars per tonne. 

The Board also agreed at to¬ 
day's meeting to actively explore 
other mechanisms that would 
enable farmers to receive funds 
in advance based upon their 
equity in the CWB pool accounts. 

The Board said implementa¬ 
tion of the payment options will 
not have any impact on the 
CWB pool accounts. A major 
principle in designing the pay¬ 
ment options is that they not 
affect the core-strengths of the 
CW’B --single desk selling, price 
pooling and the partnership be¬ 
tween farmers and the federal 
government. A Contingency 
Fund will be established for the 
operation of the Fixed Price 
Contract. Farmers who use this 
payment options pay all costs of 
operating the programs. 

Full details of the program 
are available on the CWB's toll 
free line at 1-800-ASK-4-CWB, 
our Web site at www.cwb.ca 
and in the March/April issue of 
Grain Matters , the CWB's news¬ 
letter to farmers.

Several Canadian 
Foodgrains Bank mem¬ 
bers are working together 
to respond to the immedi¬ 
ate and longer-term needs 
of people in Mozambique 
who have been forced from 
their homes as a result of 
torrential rains and flood¬ 
ing that have devastated 
large areas of the coun¬ 
try. 

A month of heavy rains 
followed by Cyclone Eline 
caused massive flooding 
in many provinces, disa¬ 
bling bridges and roads 
and driving thousands of 
families from their homes. 
Farmers have had their 
Fields and crops completely 
wiped out and there is 
large-scale damage to most 
community infrastruc¬ 
tures. Estimates put the 
number of people effected 
between 500,000 and a 
million. 

"One of the greatest 
strengths of the Canadian 
Foodgrains Bank pro¬ 
gram is its ability to draw 
on its bank of grain and 
cash donations to provide 
a co-ordinated response to 
natural disasters and the 
people they affect. Our 
members already have 


strong relationships with 
partners on the ground 
that live and work in the 
affected areas," said Trish 
Jordan, director of re¬ 
sources with the Winni¬ 
peg-based charitable 
agency. "This allows us to 
quickly determine imme¬ 
diate needs, but also to 
plan for the longer-term 
rehabilitation and support 
that will still be required 
long after the cameras 
have left Mozambique and 
its people." 

Presbyterian World 
Services and Development 
(PWS&D) is taking the 
lead on the Foodgrains 
response to Mozambique 
through its partner rela¬ 
tionships with the Pres¬ 
byterian Church of Mo¬ 
zambique and the Chris¬ 
tian Council of Mozam¬ 
bique. Other Foodgrains 
Bank members that have 
committed resources to 
this collective response 
include the United Church 
of Canada (UCC), 
Mennonite Central Com¬ 
mittee (MCC) and Church 
of the Nazarene (CNZ). 
Some members are still in 
the process of reviewing 
the situation with vari¬ 


ous contacts and could 
also provide additional re¬ 
sponses within the next 
few weeks. 

Work has already 
started on arranging an 
immediate local purchase 
of food commodities, likely 
in South Africa, to pro¬ 
vide food to people driven 
from their homes in three 
different provinces. "We 
plan to store the food here 
in Maputo and are hopeful 
that within two weeks the 
roads will be passable," said 
Mark Gordon of the Pres¬ 
byterian Church in Mo¬ 
zambique. "As we speak, it 
looks like the only way to 
get food to people in many 
of the affected province! 
right now is through foot 
drops and even then, then 
is a shortage of helicop 
ters." 

This initial response o 
cereal grains, beans, oil and 
sugar will be followed up 
with a provision of seeds 
and tools to farmers so they 
can get back on their land 
and get a crop planted in 
time for the new growing 
season which begins in 
late-March.

After a couple of months 
trekking through the United 
States, area cowboys are 
ready for an old fashioned 
Canadian chute-out. 

The chutes on the 2000 
Canadian Professional Rodeo 
Association season are set to 
open on March 16 with the 
staging of Rodeo Royal sched¬ 
uled in Calgary from March 
16-20. 

Because event winners at 
Rodeo Royal receive a berth 
into the short go-around at 
the Calgary Stampede, it is 
considered the premiere ro¬ 
deo in the spring circuit. 
Other rodeos scheduled to 
commence on March 16 in¬ 
clude Camrose and Medicine 
Hat. 

At the famous San Antonio 
Rodeo, wich was held in the 
wide open spaces of Texas 
from Feb. 6-20, local cow¬ 
boys were able to come home 
with some American change 
jingling in their Wrangler 
jeans. 

Defending CPRA bull rid¬ 
ing champion, Robbie Bell, 
of Water Valley, AB., won 
the fourth round of the eight 
go-around rodeo with a score 
of 84. 

However, he was unable 
to ride another bull in the 
qualifying rounds and failed 
to make it to the lucrative 
final round. 

After being severely in¬ 
jured a year ago in the States, 
Cremona bull rider Greg 


Whitlow returned with 
avengence by marking an 88 
good enough for first place 
in the eighth go-around. 

Meanwhile, in the lively 
roughstock bareback compe¬ 
tition, Drake Whitney of 
Cochrane placed second in 
the third round by spurring 
out a 77. 

After a discouraging sea¬ 
son last year due to accumu¬ 
lative injuries, Big Valley 
bull rider, Kelly Armstrong, 
made it to the San Antonio 
final round. Armstrong 
moved into sixth place in the 
Professional Rodeo Cowboys 
Association/Crown Royal 
world standings by earning 


close to $5,000 at San 
Antonio with a 2/7 split in 
the rodeo's final go-around. 

Whitney was ranked 
within the top ten in the 
world standings earlier on 
but has ran into a string of 
bad luck and is now out of 
the top ten in the bareback 
competition. 

Whitlow and Bell have 
failed to crack the top 15 in 
the world standings in their 
respective disciplines. 

Locally, the first major ro¬ 
deo scheduled for central Al¬ 
berta is the Makin'8 
Silverbuckle Rodeo slated for 
Red Deer's Westner Exhibi¬ 
tion Park from April 27-29.

ElIB approves new 
IfansAlta electricity 
rates this month 

On March 1, the Alberta Energy and Utilities Board issued its decision 
implementing new rates for TransAlta Utilities Corporation (TransAlta) 
customers commencing March 1, 2000, based on Decisions U990.35 
and 2000-11. 

The new rates more fairly pass on costs to all electric industry 
customers, reflecting market conditions that exist in Alberta's restruc¬ 
tured electricity industry TransAlta's rate of return to shareholders is 
not affected. 

Of TransAlta's 1.3 broad customer rate categories, seven have de¬ 
creased, five have increased and one is unchanged. Categories that 
will experience rate decreases include residential, farm, and small 
general service. 

Others, such as irrigation and large general service, are subject to an 
average increase. 

However, the impact on individual customers may vary significantly 
within each category, depending on their electricity usage character¬ 
istics, such as the amount of electricity used, the time of day that use 
occurs, and the load factor. 

The new rates represent the first allocation of costs between customer 
categories since electricity industry restructuring commenced in 1996. 
Although this decision affects REA customers in TransAlta’s service 
area, it does not directly impact customers municipally owned systems 
such as Edmonton, Calgary, Red Deer, Medicine Hat and Lethbridge.
